MY: wr (Camonsgtt other things therein contained) That no Jron Thzeed (commonly called White Wyer ) 
SCID non Cards foꝛ Wooll, noꝛ Card-Wyer, noꝛ Jron-Wyer foꝛ making of Wooll-Cards, ſhall be Im⸗ 
e poꝛted into this Kingdom (wherein the beſt Pron Theeed oz Wyer is made; And whereas by the Ma⸗ 

nufacuresofmaking and dzaWwing of Myer, and of making Woll-Cards,very many peo2 people and 
their Families have been imployed and maintained, and the ſaid Wooll-Cards are of great concernment to this 
Kingdom foꝛ the god making of Wollen Cloth; The Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty therefoze taking the P2emiſſes 
into his Pꝛincely conſideration, and being ſenſible, that if the Jmpoztation of Fozein Wyer, and other Manufactures 
afozeſaid ſhould be permitted, the ſame would tend not only to the deſtruction of the ſaid Manufactures within His 
Dominions, and to the great pꝛejudice of the ancient and p:ofitable Trade of Clothing, and divers other Trades 
Which do neceſſarily depend upon Jron Wyer, and the ſeveral Manufactures befoze ſpecified, but alſo to the ruine of 
many hundꝛeds of Families, whole ſole livelihood conſiſts therein, is graciouſly pleaſed foꝛ the pzeſervation of the ſaid 
uſeful Manufactures (which he is reſolved toencourage) and foꝛ the good of his Subjects, by this His Royal Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation (with the Advice of his P2ivy Council) ſtrictly to charge and command, That from hencefozth no perſon 
oꝛ perſons whatſoever, Natives, Denizens, Aliens, oꝛ others, do oz ſhall Impoꝛt, bꝛing oꝛ convey, oꝛ cauſe to be Im⸗ 
poꝛted, bꝛought oꝛ conveyed into any place oz places Within this His Realm of England, oz Dominion of Wales, from oz 
out of any part oꝛ place beyond the Seas, any of the ſaid Fozein Wyer oꝛ UWooll-Cards, oꝛ any other Manufactures 
made of Fozein Jron-Wpyer, contrary to the Acts of Parliament afozeſaid, oz any of them, oꝛ any other Law 02 
Statute of this Kingdom, upon pain of foꝛfeiture thereof accozding to the ſaid Statutes, one Moiety to His Majeſty, 
and the other Moiety to him oꝛ them that ſhall Seize the ſame, oz ſuch other Penalties and Foꝛfeitures as by the 
La ws of this Kingdom and his Majeſties Pꝛerogative Royal may be inflicted upon the Offenders: And that under 
the like Penalties no old Jron-Wpyer taken out of old Wooll-Cards, ſhall be put into new Leather oꝛ new Boards, 
and put to ſale. And His Majeſty doth ſtrictly charge and command as well the Governours, Aſliſtants, and 
Society of the City of London of and foꝛ the Mineral and Battery Wozks, as alſo the Commiſſioners, Farmers, and 
all other Officers whatſoever of His Majelties Cuſtoms, and all other perſons whatſoever, to Seize all ſuch Foꝛein 
Wyer and Commodities afoꝛeſaid as ſhall be Jmpozted oz Sold contrary to the ſaid Statutes, and to this Bis 
Royal Pꝛoclamation, in whole hands ſoever the ſame ſhall be found: And that they and everyof them be in all re⸗ 
ſpects diligent and circumſpect in the pzeventing the Impoꝛtation of the ſeveral pꝛohibited Commodities befoꝛe ſpecifi- 
ed, and in the diſcovering thereof when Impoꝛted, and that they make Seizure thereof accoꝛding to Law, andcauſe 
the Offenders therein tobe punilhedas to juſtice ſhall appertain. And his Majeſty doth alſohereby require all Juſti⸗ 
ces of the Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, 2Baylitfs, Conſtables and other Officers whatſoever, to be aiding and aſſiſting in 
all things touching the due execution of this His Majeſties Royal Pꝛoclamation from time to time as occaſion ſhall 
require, as they will anſwer the contrary at their utmoſt peril.
